20 diligenily fostered on certain parte of 
the China const., Our Shavghai con- 
temporary, the N.-C. Daily News, although 
compelled to taka votice of similar comments, 
has recently very fairly exposed the 
unfairness of this attitude towards a Power 
with whom Great Britain has just renewed 
a notably cordial treaty of alliance; and we 
need only add that we dislike such attacks 
for the further reuson. that--though they 
may not: be go inspired—they savour of the 
envy and jealousy that conspicuous euecesa 
always creates in mean minds. It should

these critiey that in working for ‘its own 
interests, the Jupanese Government is 


* doing what every other Government is or 
ought to be doing; and that if, as is 


probable, Japanese interests sometimes 
clash with our own, we have no moral 
right to put the worst construction. on 
Japacese politica: Outside the Alliance, in 
departments with which it has no concern, 
Jet-us fight the Japanese by all means—by 
all means, that ia, that are fair. If it is 
fait in business to overreach the other 
party, it is certainly wefair, contemptibly 
unfair’ to cry out “ dishonesty ” if tho other 
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party succeeds in reversing the process. 

talk of “ arridre penste” and “ questionable 
methoda”. in connection with Japanese 
subsidies to her own constituents is an 
example of the criticism we must denounce. 
If Japan subsidizea steamers and cuts 
freighta, it ia extremely unpleasant for us, 
but it does not make legitimate the most 
extreme denunciations of our Allies, The 
sentiment behind the phrase “my country, 
right or wrong,” has our sympathy and 
admivation, but ‘the sentiment back of 
“other countries, slwaya wrong”, is far 
Jess worthy, With this preamble, we now 
quote the less censorious portion of our 
correspondent’s contribution on the subject 
ofthe Japanese at Nowchwang. He writes : 
“With a persistenco quite worthy of her 
northern neighbour Japan hua been holding 
on to Newchwang long after hor own 
arranged time for evacuation had determined, 
the excuse being that certain arrangements 
were’ not compieted by China. What was 
the purport of these demands. we may 
fairly. judge from - those which Japan 
hos actually succeeded in obtaining. The 
military oecupation isindeed done away witb, 
which we may. account for by the necessities 
of finanes, but in every other reupect Japan 
retaing her bold on the port. A Japanese 
Cornmissioner of Customs ia to be perms. 
nently retained, and that his office is not to 
be 2 sivecure, and that he is in no way to be 
subject to the ‘Inspectorate General is 
clenrly evidenced by his payments not 
being made to China, but to the Specie 
Bank of Yokobama on tebalf of 
the Japanese Government. All the 
industrial undertakings ut the port are 
either to be direotly in Jnpaneso handa, or 
in the hands of associations nominally joint 
Chinese and Japanese, but where the control 
js to be effectually in. Japanese bands 
entirely. The ‘first effect of this arrange- 
ment is already apparent, First succeeding 
in getting Dalney recognised aa a free port, 
and holding the railway thence to New. 
chwang, as well as the Custom howas at 
Newchwang, the Japanese have been able 
to carry goods between the two on their 
own terms, Having succeeded in getting 
Dalney recognised as free, their next step 
has been to bring pressure to bear to obtain 
drawhacks to tho amount of the duty on 
goods landed at Shanghni and forwarded 
there, and being abla to carry the guods 


thence under their own control to New." 


chwang, they are in a position to lay down 


foreign goods at the latter port duty free, 


while carefully charging full duties on all 
landed ihere direct. “ Newchwang is the 
recognised gateway -to the entire of Man- 
churia; so that while foreiga traders, or 
even Chinese have to pay full duty, the 
Japanese trader Ly arrangement with his 
own Government as to carriage from Dalocy 
lays his gooda down actually duty free. 
However ingenious, this can hardly be 
cousidered fuir play, and has been made the 
sibject of a protest, as yet unsuecesafully, 
to tho Foreign Ministers at Poking on 
behalf of the General Chamber of Commerce 
at Shanghai, and ia instructive as shawing 
the | ngths to which Japan is prepared ‘to 
goin rendering nugatory the opening: of 
Manchuria to foreign trade.

ANOTHER CHINESE CRIME,

Dinner concluded, the gathering sat for 
another hour listening (o interesting spoechor. 
The Chairman, having proposed the loyal toasts, 
submitted “ Prosperity to the China Assovia- 
tion ” and in the course of his opening remarka 
@eplored the Joss ' of old and familiar friends. 
He alladod in partioular to the death of Dr. 
Macdonald ang Bishop Honro—the fret who 
was shot by pirates on a British steamor, and 
‘the second drowned in tha typhoon in tho course 
of his'duty. These deaths, he said, were perhaps 
more sad because more untimely (Hear, hear), 
and tho sympathy of enoh of thono present went 
oat, to thoss whom they had left behind to 
deplore their Joss. ‘The twelve mouths which 
hod olapaed since they last mot in that hall had 
been full of interest and incidents, althongh the 
incidents had. not always been particularly 
ploasabt. Tho two wost characteristio perhaps 
were the riots in Shanghai last Docomber and 


the alterntion in the status .of the Imperiat 
Maritime Customs implied by thoir subjection 
tos new form of control. Tho story af tho riots 
was fresh ih thair rogollootion, and it was 
unnecessary for him to say more than that ho 
was sare the sympathy of tha Chinese was 
withthe populace in their endeavour to thwart 
the trufficin kidnapping and slavery (applause). 
As to the quostion of tho Imperial “Maritimo 
Customs, the pablication of the edict, which 
constituted the new control, mado it the obvious

controllers would not therefore way, “ We 
purpose to build np and transmute the Imperial 
Maritime Custom sorvice into.a Chineso service 
at the ond of ton yours.” That would be rude, 
and. might excite tho barbarians te riclenée, 
which was contrary to Propriety, They would 
Jet Sir Robert Hart continue to remain fora 
time the nominal head of the Castoms, but they 
would drive in a wedge bere, and loosen » brick 


the payment of all tho debts and obligations 
throughout the Empire, but they had now 
reached tho end of 196, and‘ nothing had 
been done, Touching upon the opening up 
of Manchuria he averred that China was 
assuming to dictate the terms on which 
she would receive back torritory which 
she had lost absolutely. They could nat doubt. 
that the resources of the country would permit 
of a speedy recovery from the effects of war, 
and Japan bad stready shown her good faith 
by the opening. of Daluy to further trade, . ‘The. 
opening of further ports, would dapend upon 
Russia and China, and the establishment: of 
ougtom houses on tho Russian frontier, and on 
the quistion whether those two Powers would 
agres to open the great Manchurian rivers, 
Concerning the proposed constitution for 
China, he thought that the programme ontlined 
in the Imperial edict was somewhat 
exhaustive, but’ every well-wisher of the 
Empire muat hopa it would be strictly put into 
force. Foremost among the ilems was. the 
roform of the official system, ond he thought 
thero would be general agreement that 
that was one of the most urgent re- 
forms required. It was tho present official 
nyntem which, ho thought, was vosponsible 
for the pirscy on tho Canton River, the trouble 
in regard to. salt oud the collsotion of oril 
obaragters in the ‘suburbs of Shanghai (Hoar, 
hear), In coucluding, tho President dwelt 
briefly on the subject of the educations) 
awakening among the classes, aud thought that 
it romained for them to bopo that the proposed 
changes would be effected. With svery good 
hopo for the future ho ‘proposed “ Prosperity to 
tho China Association.” (Lond applause). 

In proposing the toast of “Qur Guests,” 
Mr, Gershom Stewart said that the tonst, which 
he hed the honour to submit, required but little 
on his part to ensura for it thoie warm 
acceptance, In deputing that plesssut task to 
him hathonght probably that the Committes 
desired to show their guests that the feelings 
of hospitality, for which those gatherings of 
Home members wore :an justly distingnisked, 
word shared to the full by thoze of them 
who wore. still more closely wedded to tho 
Flowery Land. He -assured their guests 
that hed they that ovening beom the gests 
of. the Association ecithor in Shanghai or 
Hongkong they might not havg bed so good 
a dinner, but they would certainly have been 
accorded 8 warm welcome, and speaking for 
membera botb of the East and of the Weat, ho 
offored their guosts a true and hesrty greeting, 
and they could carry away that assurance that 
they viewed their presence’ there both 
asa plensureand a great honour (A pplanse). 
The mainapring of the annual gathering 
natutally of.» social nature, but..tl i 
review of the position in Chins; which they had 
listened to with ‘muoh” interest from the chain 
showod that it had also 5 more comprehensive 
scope (Hear, hear). It was a most representa- 
tive body of men connected with China which 
could be gathered togetbor in this country, and 
as folks at home often viewed things Chinoso 
a5 6 Very queer assortment, the searchlight of 
public curiosity was inclined to tarn somewhat 
on the annuallgathoring to give them informa- 
tion on matters they might bear about, but 
upon which they had no direct means of gaining 
scourate knowledge, If they wanted facts, they 
would have thom in the Chairman's speech, But 
if they sought to know about people it fell somo- 
what on the person proposing “the Questa” 
to ahow thoir. spprociation of the good works 


due'by‘many mes in various walks of lifo, and 
to weloome at tho table several distingaished 
men who had returried from éfar with » record 
of work well dono in the exegntion of their duty. 
As thoy all knew only too well they had paesod 
through very troublous times of late years. in 
Chins, but British intoresty had emerged 
healthy and vigorous (Hoar, hear), This, he 
thonght, was testimony to the guod work 
which had heon done by officers entrusted to 
safoguard those interents (Loud opplauso): In 
the flest placa he offored to the Rt, Hon. Sir 
Ernest Satow (Loud and continued applanse) 
their thanka end approciation for his Tong 
record of distinguished services in doplomacy 
in Siam and Japan, add in the more diffcalt 
political atmosphero. of Peking (Applause). 
In o long servica, snch as his it was 
natoral that thoro might be times when he 
might not. have been able to soo eye to 
eyo with his compatriots, but they wero 
in'& position to teatify tobias profound orudition 
to bis unfailing courtesy, and to his unrelaxing 
endeavour to promote tha interests entrasted 
(o bis care, They knew that bia pri and 
knowledga of tha language and customs of 
both China ond Japan had been invaluable to 
England (Applanse), Sposking perronally, ho 
remembered the feoling of somewhat nervona 
apprehension with which he npprosched the 
door of the British Legation in Pek ing in the 
apring’ of 194, ontrustod by the Hougkong 
branch of the Association to interview the 
Minister on that well worn but still unprodao- 
tive subject—the Kowloon and Canton Rail- 
way. ‘The atmorphero of sympathetio kindness 
which he found there during one or two 
prolonged intorriews made him look back on 
his exporiones with feelings both of gratitndo 
and pleasure. It was his duty in proposing tho 
toast.to refer to the Imperial Servide of the 
Crown, ‘and in doing go those who lived on 
tho little Island turned toH. M. navy. Ho 
had to couple with the tonst tho name of 
Admiral Tracey (applonec), bat he regretted tho 
absence of Admiral Sir Gerard ‘Noel, for bo 
would have liked to have testified to the con- 
fidence in him of people in’ China dering tho’ 
late war, If Great Britain had been called 
upon fo enter’ into that’ “kituggle their’ 


interests conld not have’ beon in strouger or 
more thoroughly efficient hands. Soma 
Philosopher bad anid “Gratitudo is o lively 
expectation of wore favours to coma,” and he 
would indulge in a little of that sentiment in 
asking Admiral Tracey to use his influouce in 
seeing that the British flag waa in. fall ovidenco 
on the inland wators of Chins (Hear, hear), It 
tended to poace and good trade, and if they did 
not show their flag, there were others only too 
glad to supply their place (Hoar, hear), With 
regard to the Army, it was most difficult for 
one who had just lately arrived at home to 
know exactly, whore they wero (Laughter), | 
Somé people said thoy had no army and needed 
sonsoription, while othors declared that they 
word turoing the country. into an. armed 


camp, ‘holding, ‘apparently, the opinion that. 


it was an evil thing for s lad. to learn how |, 


to dofend bis country, Upon those. schoola of 
thought ho offered no opinion, but turni: ng round 
in perplexity between the two they ‘wero glad 
tosce beaming seronoly the cbcerfal countonancs 
of thoir old friend Thomas Atkins. Thoy know 
thet he was led by a body of offloers, who wera 
slways prepared to go any where and nover 
fret about the odds they might be callod upon 
to face, Their army was smal], but its heart was 
in tho right place, At tho same time it could 
not do imposaibilities, andit rested with the pooplo 
of this conntry to seo that it was not called 
upon to attempt.the impossible, . Touching tha 
army asit dircctly affected them in China, he 
said that if it be proved that . hing was be 
coming o serious military power' they might 
have to approach the question of holding their 
position therd with s slender garrison. from ext 
cntirely difforeut point of view. _ He'notai that 
among the guests they had members of thd’ 
Forviga Office and the Colonist Office, beatdés 
representatives of that much-threatened bod’} 
tho Chinese Imperial Maritime’ Custome— 
and Inst, but not loast, leading members of the 
Fourth Estate to whem fell that ‘all-important 
duty of educating and interesting tho public 
opinion of this ‘country on the new probloms 
and “diffoulties erising from an, awakened 
China. Tho presence of all these varied 
interests testified that they viewed the Far 
Eastern question with attention. The Tines, 
with the services of its redoutable .Pekiog’ 
correspondent (Loud applaase) and the special 
knowleitge upon Far Eastern affairs enjoyed by 
Mr. Chirol, was in an exceptional position to 
form a cowprehensive approcistion of the 
serious interests involved; and he. hoped. and 
bolioved that all tho leading papers ia this 
country worp anxious to tresttho great Chiatio. 
qnestion from an Imperial point of view’ and’ 
not from any party standpoint (Hear, hear). 
In his own opinion it was only by acting 
wuitedly and in an enlightened way. that 
they could hope to maintain their position 
in fea of ‘the dilatory and  tortuong 
diplomacy of China, Thos in the past 
who ‘hod travelled the samo road hed in 


Was grocted with loud applause, His remarks 


were short, to the poiat and couched in terms |’ 


‘of the greatest diplomacy. He referred to 
the’ opportunity afforded by the gathering 
of meeting ‘many ‘old friends from China, 
and alluded to the fset that on tho prosent: 
cocasion it had been his good fortune to 
shake bands with mon. with whom he was agso- 
sisted almost from the beginning of his service 
ing @ Fer East—s period close upon forty-five 
Yeatu. Ho thanked Mr. Gershom Stowart for 
tho’kind way in which he bad spoken of his 
sorvico in China, and took the opportunity of 
Pointing ont that at tho present’ day the post 
of British reprosontative at Peking was onc of 
extreme difficulty, Ife.was not, however, going 
to {ake them into his confidences by stating what 
thosa diffloulties wero (laughter). If ho had 
not had the assistanoa of most loyal and zealous 
sorvants of the British Government he curtainly 
could not have porformod one half of his work. 
Among othors ho singled out tho namo of his 
old friend Sir Hiram Wilkinson, who, for be- 
twoon thirty and forty years, had boon ‘tho 
confidential alviser upon many’ important 
qnestions. He-concluded by observing that it 
would ocenpy him for too long to talk: about 
China, and as he was sure thoy were imps. 
tient to bear Admirat Tracey he bagged to 
,goneade him the placa (applause), 

Admiral Tracey delivered « humorous speech 
in reply, arid by way of an opening anid it 
was very difficult to. know whether tho army 
or the uavy was the moat popular service 
(Langhter), There had been times when a 
forsigner would say that this was a ‘naval 
country which possessed an army, ond other 
times when they would deo'are it to be a 
military country which contrined a navy, 
Ho would not say which it was’. nt present 
(anghter), It waa e fact, however, that tho 
realm had only ‘beon in dauger on, thrae 
occasions. Iu 1066 the’ army came to the 
front; in 1588, the time of the Spanish 
armads, England becamo a naval nation; but 
snbreqaent to ‘Trafalgar we wore ‘a 
mililary power again, After thst groat -sea 
‘fight for tho-eafety of the conntry thoro was 
uothing more to bo done and the navy wany 
‘Biok, ‘hen patio Waterlon and whon thia had 
been fought and won tho vation was neither’ 
the ono nor tho other, Now he did 
not know what it was (Laughter). 


Nevertheless they ought to know on which ide 
danger lay, but there could be no question 
about ‘it that if England maintained hor 
splendid superiority she was mfe enough. 
The nary was the country's life and it was no 
use talking about it being the first line of 
defence. It was not sa; it was tho very life.of 
the country (Hear, hear), At tho present time 
they had got anoh 9 long start that. they could 
smile, a8 ib wore (laughter), Some of the 
papers mode “heavy woathor” of it when 
reference, was mado to -small economies, but 
there waa absolutely no reason for doing ao, 
Waving regard to the fact that the nary was 
our very existonoa (Applauso), 

Mr. F. Anderson, of the Shanghai branch of 
‘the Association, submitted the toast: of “'Tho 
Chairman” and did so with the assurance that 
it woyld be received with scolamation. It was, 
well known to them all thot Mr: Gundry, 
‘throughout his long career, had always identified 
‘biggeolf with others who had boon struggling to 
maintain British interests and the British good 
nano in tho Far Enst (applause). After. his 
retirement from China he still kept himself ia 
close touch with the course of ovents there. In 
the, most relf-ssorificing manner ho had given 
ups great deol of his leisure time and had been 
untiring in his efforts to oid. tho Ching 
Association in givingexpressionin upholding the 
interests of their fellow countrymen in the Far 
East (Hoar, hear), Tho work which he had 
dona in late yeara was recorded in the reports 
and other documents of the Association, and 
wes a record, indeod, of which any man. might 
well. be proad (applauga), As one of those, 
who, in. China advocated for moro publi city for 
the work of the Association, it might not be 
inappropriate, coutinned the speaker, for. him 
to take advantage of the opportanity to 
welcome the now departure which had been 
taken in communicating part of thei r corres- 
pondence to the Prass—~a dopartare which bad 
been well recsived by many of the more import- 
ant organs of public opinion in the 
country. Diseretion must, of course, be 
used in following that depsrture, but reliance 
could be placed on Mr. Guadry (Hear, hear), 
It had been gonerally recognised of late years 
that H.M, Government had given moro 
consideration to.‘ the -China - question than 
formerly, and while viewing in no spirit of 
antagonism those in anthorijy over them 
they, in Chins, felt the timé had come 
when it was advisable to o+list the support. of 
public opinion in this country in behalf of the 
views that wero boing advoouted. They were 
almost unanimous in the opinion that no don- 
cession or giving way should be shown to those 
in Chins who were advocating sots of aggression 
against foreign interests such, for example, e8- 
the threatened change in the control of the 
Customs,. and the attack made upon the 


eh aay tettlod-aaany. Kinotty “pomts, “an 
when he looked around the tables and saw a 
body of gentlemen like the guests they had the 
houonr of ontertaining that evening and knew 
there wore othera nnavoidably absent, who woro 
prepared to accord to tho Aasociation their 
adrico ond susistance, he was content to fool 
that the present body of Englishmen connested 
with China could face, : with eoniidence, ithe 
problems of our own dsr add generstion 
(Applause).

The toast was most enthusiastically drank, 
and when Sir Ernest Ratow rosa to respond he 


nditions of security and order which had boon 
,ouilt up in Shanghai, It was felt from every 
point of view that it was highly undesirable 
that the conditions of strained relations should 
contione- After tho excitement caused by the 
Russo-Japanese war it was perhaps inevitable 
that 4 certain smonnt of anti-foreign agitation 
should exist ;butis his opinion that agitation was 
by no moans solely direoted. against foreignors, 
Ho believed that the wiser heads and the mo1e 
thoughtful men amongst the Chinese now 
realised the danger of fostering agitation, 
more especially as there was reason to suppose 
thet it was not wholly u:connected with tho 
more daugerous of thoir secret sovictios, There 
was slso the feeling that onormous diffloulties 
wero before them in attempting obanges which 
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wero at proseut in: tho. air such as the form- 
ing of a new. conatilution. Hore again thero 
wore signs that the more thoughtful. men 
amongst the Chinosa woro disposed todo what 
they could to curtailit, If snol was tho case 
perhaps the ‘timo was not far distant whea o 
firm diplomacy might bo able to, minimiss 
thoso points of friation ‘which neither the 
forvignor nor the Chineso who had the beat 
interests at their heart had a desir: to per- 
petuate,. Ono offect of tho tronble thoy had 
had in China during tho past oightoei months 
had been ta draw togotlioe tho foreignora 
o€ all ontionilities, Thero:was mora feal- 
ing of uniy of interosta than was 
formerly the case, and if that feoling continued 
to exist it might smoothe the. way for Bagland

Government—an lead which our position wip the 
Far East justified being taken, Hs was sara 
that Chino would recvice no mora sympathotig 
encouragement than from tho British Govern. 
ment and from the Kritish people, who would

poor service if they wore to encourage hor to 
pursue any course of action which would in all 
probability load to'much more serious complica. 
tious in the futuro: As far os Shanghai was 
concerned the existing condition of affairs had 
hoon bnilt up line by line ovr the Iaat fifty 
years, and in a.country where ‘olo custom’ wag 
perhaps more thn the moral foros of law 
agreements and arrangements could nat bo 
eusily sot asite, Io the times of diffeulty and 
trin] it wae of great advantage for the Assooin.

sohools, As the Archbishop well said in a 
conciliatory npeech, the State has no right to 
establish n system which satisfies only one sec- 
tion of the community. Lord Goschen, who 
haa the esdvantuge of being able {o look back to 
‘the port he took ia ths great Hdueation Act of 
1870, expressed in other words the sane cen- 
tral idea, + ithor the State, he said, must allow
